Sj soon as he got the left sido of his 
body iu tin Jo'jr the other man in tho buggy 
turned around and drove away so quick as 
ho could get away.

me I saw his face very plain. He saw a lit- 
tlo man without any beard. He had a big 
forehead and looked to bo about 20 years 
old.

The 
direct examination was brief. 
After the 


witness recounted the finding of the key 
the key itself was introduced in evidence.

E. McClellan, t-t al, debt; demurrer to third, 
fourth, fifth and sixth pleas; demurrer con- 
fessed as to third count and overruled as to 
fourth, fifth and sixth pleas. 


This was a suit brought 
by the board 


of supervisors to recover witness and othci 
fees left in the hands of the circuit cl'-rk foi 
distribution to persons who had earned 
them in attendance on the court. The 
whole amount sought to be recovered was 
about 51,500. The term of office from 
which it was claimed this money was due 
extended back to 1372. The clerk, how- 
ever, took the ground that he should be re- 
quired to pay over only such sums as were 
left in his hands and unclaimed after the 
term beginning with 1880. In 1881 the leg- 
islature passed a law providing that all 
sums given to the clerk as fees for witnesses 
and left unclaimed by them, should be 
turned over to the county treasurer. The 
county board claimed that Mr. McClellan 
should turn over all sums given him since 
his first term of office, lie claimed that he 
should turn over only what were left in his 
hands since the passage of the law, being 
only about §300. 


W. C. Outtf n brought suit for the county 


and the case was heard yesterday by the 
judge. The clerk was represented by Johns 


Kandolph, 1. A. Buckingham, and Crea 


& Ewing. The judge held that the law did 
not mean he should turn over what was in 
his hands before the passage of the law, 
and so ruled, sustaining by his decision the 
position taken by the clerk. 


It is possible that the case may be ap- 


pealed.
